NEW YORK—Speedy ratification 


of the treaty of Versailles after the 
elimination of article X of the league ' 
of nations covenant was urged by 
Herbert Hoover in a statement made 
public today in the New York Even- 
ing Post as the platform on which 
the republican party should stand 
in the "coming presidential election. 


Mr. Hoover took the stand that 


the implied threat of employment of 
military force to guarantee the in- 
tegrity of foreign states' was out of 
place in a league which he declared 
was "the product of the liberal ideals 
of the world."

The league's power, he declared, 


would be more potent if the threat 
of military force were removed and 
the league 
relied 
wholly 
on its 


"moral and economic power." 


"It appears to me to be time to 


raise the question," ssidJMr. Hoover, 
i"aE'"torwhef her" this'- same 'calls'e, the' 
.guarantees and use of military 
force, that has brought 'about dis- 
sension in the United States is not 
also undermining the league in Eu- 
rope." 
'. Mr. Hoover declared that sooner 
or later the United States must rati- 
fy the' treaty of Versailles in some 
form and that talk of negotiating a 
new. treaty was 'bunk."

"The treaty of Versailles," he 


said, "is the charter of -independen'ce 
of Poland, Czccho-Slovakia and Fin- 
land, and the warrant of increased 
national territory of several great 
nations arid they are now .going to 
reopen discussian as to their titles. 
It is the1 guarantee of the disarma- 
ment, of four great autocracies, and 
nc European nation is going to risk 
their revival.

''In the face of these conditions," 


he concluded, "cannot the republican 
party strengthen its own position 
bv adopting the definite constructive 
policy of ratification subject to the 
minor reservations and a wider vi-

distribution of light upon the work.

that all lambs used for local light- 
ing purposes niust be shaded by a 
reflector covering the entire lamp.

<f r«-tHE cure for the «vfls of democracy is more democracy." 


1 
This oft quoted saying of de TocqueviHe should be 


changed to read: "The cure for the evils of democracy is LESS 
democracy," according to a commencement address of Dr. Harry 
Burns Hutchins, the retiring president of the University of 
Michigan. His address is another striking illustration of the 
wave of reaction, stimulated by the country's profiteers, which 
is sweeping through many American universities and colleges. 


The people are showing more and more of a tendency to 


"break into their own house and take possession of it." This is 
the way President Wilson put it, in those days, almost now for- 
gotten, when he was writing and talking a'bout '"The New Free- 
dom." 


George F. Comings put it exactly right when he represented 


the Nonpartisanv league as one of the movements of our time to 
cure the evils of democracy with more democracy and to extend 
the principle of the people's control of -their own affairs, from 
strictly political fields into industrial and economic realms. 


Dr. Hutehins entitled his address, "Democracy now, what 


next?" And it is evident that what he fears is more democracy. 


He said: 


"Conceive what might foe the results if the initia- 


tive, the recall, and the referendum were generally 
adopted and should 'become the tools of a Red major- 
ity." 
A MAJORITY mind you, it is MAJORITY rule that Dr. 


Hutehins fears. From his point of view, and the point of view 
of others of his ilk, any movement to make democracy real and 
vitaJ, and to expand it to industrial affairs is a Red movement. 


The Nonpartisan farmers' movement and the Nonpartisan 


labor movement are no more Red than was the granger move- 
ment of lS70,~or its offspring, the People's party'movement. 
It sprang up in the same territory, and from the men who follow 
the plow, the men who own their own homes, that element in 
our country which we used to be told constituted the strongest 
bulwark against dangerous revolution. 


"Equality," cried Dr. Hutohins, "there is no such thing as 


equality except as everyone sinks to the level of the lowest'and 
weakest." 


And he holds up this frightful bugbear, '"We are yielding 


to the demand for direct rule of the people, in government, in 
business, in everything." 


But this bugbear is only another phrasing of Lincoln's senti- 


ment, "a government of the people, by the people, for the peo- 
ple." 


Dr. Hutehins was right when he scored the principle of di- 


rect primaries. So long as the 'bosses as agents of big business 
could do the nominating, Jittte did they care who did the electing 
And Dr. Hutehins was right when he saw in the institution of 
direct primaries the beginning- of the movement on the part of 
the people to breaJv into their own house, and take possession^ 


What Dr. Hutehins fails to see are the fundamental wrongs 


of government as it has been conducted by wealth and privileged 
interests. But the conservative, slow and sober-thinking, but 
intellectual, population of the great northwest could not be 
stirred to action as it is today except, for these fundamental 


ofYe'j wron£s- The burdens of government have not been equally laid 
again! upon the people. It is conservatism rather than radicalism which 
at the j3 fcaefc of the farmers» movement, a determination to restore as 


well as extend the democracy of Jefferson and the other fathers 
of the republic.
